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CARE OF FISHES 


O successfully raise and keep either 

goldfish or tropicals, it is essential 

that the outdoor pool be properly 
stoeked with water lilies and aquatic 
plants; the indoor aquarium planted 
with oxygenating plants to produce 
the necessary oxygen needed for the 
fish. 


OVERCROWDING of fishes should 
be avoided. In outdoor pools, fish are 
hardly ever crowded. In the indoor 
aquarium, it is required to have one 
gallon of water for every 2 to 2% 
inches of goldfish body, or one gallon 
of water for 2 to 8 pairs of tropical 
fishes. 


Whenever fish continuously swim 
near the surface of the water, it in- 
dicates that the oxygen is exhausted 
and immediate relief should be given 
by changing part of the water, aerate 
it with an air pump or transfer some of the fish to another aquarium. 


Tropical fish thrive best at a temperature of 72° to 80° F., whereas 
goldfish require a lower temperature.
